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1. INTRODUCTION 

The National Advisory Council on Vocational Education in its report 
in 1972 emphasized the importance of vocational student organization. ^ 
The work of these organizations is an integral to career education. 
These youth groups allow students to engage in activities that broaden 
and enrich their knowledge of career fields. Few who have witnessed the 
work of these organizations question .their value as essential instruments 
Of career education. Realizi-ng the importance of the student organi- 

. zfftion to the overapll objective of the Health Occupations Education ' 
program, the HOE staff wanted to establish the formal organizational 

-framework for an organization d^ectly related to health.

The Division of Vocational Education and Community Colleges provided 
funds to conduct an organizational meeting for a state student Health 
Occupations Education Organization. There were 39 student participants 
at th? convention, representing 18 Health Occupations Education Prpgrams • 
throughout the State of Alabama. There were 17 local club advisors in 
attendance. 

The Health Occupations Education Division of the American Vocational 
Association was in its fourth year of organization as a distinct and 
se^arat^ service of Vocational Education. Yet, students with explicit 
interests' in careers in health serviced have not had an opportunity to 
. identify with an established organization which was based on their 
.selected ocQupational desires. 

In t>ie past, students with interests leaning toward careers in health 
services, have been, associated with various other organizations not 
directly related to health. Therefore, there has not been a climate pro- 
duced which would lend itself to a sense of belonging and identification 

• for these st'udents. It appeared to Inany students that there was a 

• pococurante attitude on the^part of the adult leaders in Health Occupa- 
tions- Education. They had a feeling of being an'a^hronously positioned.. 
No organization had fully provided an avenue to enhance personal under- 
standing, initiative, knowledge and skills essential to students interested 

• in health service careers. The syndromic impact v5as both insidious and 
obtrusive. Since the younger generation is the architect of a future 
health deliver;^ system^^ both care' and preventive, the iitipdi cation for

• Whenvtge convention participants were asked, "Do you f>el the Consti- 
tutional Cortventipn has b een worth while in providing a positive identifi- 
cation for HOE student??", all indicated it had 'been worthwhile. 

There were differing opinions among the participants as to the involve- 
ment of more stu(lents in the convention. The question asked was, "Do you 
feel that more students should have been involved in this convention?" 
The participants were also given space to make remarks on thfs question. 
Fifty-two percent indicated by their response that more, students should 
have been involv<?:d and 48?^ felt- that adequate numbet;s were involved. 
Comments by many in the group sulhested that large numbers should be 
.involved in future meetings, but For the type of business conducted during 
the convention it was necessary to involve smaller numbers for the purpose 
of intense involvement. Some commerlted that "if more were involved there 
would be too much confusion." 

Ninety-three percent of the participants responded that meals and 
housing, accomodations were adequate. The complaint cited mos,t often 
was that the food left something to be desired. One comment was that 
the students needed a'better selection of food. Overall, as indicated 
by. the overall response the participartts were very well pleased with the i 
.accomodations. ' • '
